MINUTES OF THE MEETING OF THE BOARD OF GOVERNORS OF CONCORDIA 
UNIVERSITY HELD OM THURSDAY, SEPTEMBER 8, 1977, AT 12:00 NOON

OPEN SESSION 
1. Chairman's Remarks 


In welcoming new members, the Chairman spoke of the need to keep questions which are 
mainly for information out of the meetings by addressing them between meetings to the 
proper authorities. Items for the agenda should be sent to the Secretary, with relevant 
supporting documents, well in advance of the meetings. 


2. Minutes of the June 9 and August 11, 1977 Meetings 


The Secretary pointed out that in the minutes of the June 9 meeting, page 5, section 4 
should read "The Chairman..." and not "The Committee...". 


With this change, the minutes of both meetings were accepted. 


3. Committee Reports 


(a) Finance Committee 


Prof. Martin, who had circulated the document "Report and Financial Statements, 
May 31, 1977", presented the report of this committee. He pointed out that the 
deficit for the period under review was $3,043,599 and the cumulative deficit 
$2,925,372. He added that changes in accounting presentation had been made in 
agreement with other Quebec universities in order to make the statements more 
comparable. 


On a motion duly made and seconded, the Report and Financial Statements, May 
31, 1977 were approved by the Board. 


On a motion duly made and seconded, the following Governors were appointed to 
sign the Report and Financial Statements, May 31, 1977: the Chairman of the 
Board and the Chairman of the Finance Committee. 


(b) Standing Committee Membership 1977-78 


The Chairman read out changes in the lists of committee memberships. He added 
that the Ad Hoc Committee on Identification would now be wound up and its 
work handed over to the Graduation Ceremonies Committee. 


On a motion dully made and seconded, the amended list of committee members 
was accepted by the Board. 


Rector's Remarks 
i) Enrollment 1977-1978 


No solid figures are yet available but the Rector thought there would be no drastic 
fall in enrollment for this academic year. 


ii) Financial Position for the University 


The financial position is the same as described during the August meeting of the 
Board. A submission to the government will go forward on schedule (September 
15, 1977.) 


ili) The New University Faculty of Arts and Science 


The Rector reported that this new faculty was now in operation as of July 1, 
1977 and was settling down well. 


iv) In answer to a question the Rector replied that the government's Commission of 
Enquiry into the Universities of Quebec had been established, but it was not 
expected that universities would be asked to submit briefs for a while. 


Reports of the Vice-Rectors 


(a) Dr. Breen 


Dr. Breen reported that the Deans and their associates in the new Faculty of Arts 
and Science had been meeting over the summer. Two Deans will have their main 
office on the Loyola Campus and the other two on the Sir George Williams

Campus but they will all be working as a team. The necessary administrative 
machinery was now in place 


(At this point, the Chairman interjected that the Board would like a one-page 
summary of enrollment to be presented to it at its next meeting.) 


Professor Martin 


Prof. Martin presented the following motion, which was seconded and carried, 
concerning the ratification of the signing of the contract between the University 
and Midtown Motors.

batisse ci-dessus érigée portant le di numéro civique 1395 boulevard Dorchester 
ouest, ledit bail ayant été consenti pour un terme de dix ans commengant le ler 
septembre 1977, pour une redevance annuelle de $165,000 payable mensuellement 
et a la charge par l,'emphytéote d'apporter des améliorations a la propriété pour un 
montant d'au moins $1,000,000 le tout tel qu'il appert plus amplement d'une copie 
du bail emphytéotique annexé aux présentes. 


Que tout acte posé par lesdits Graham Martin et Jean-Pierre Pétolas en rapport 
avec la signature dudit bail emphytéotique, y compris les ajustements des taxes 


fonciéres, soit par les présentes ratifié." 


Prof. Martin reminded the Governors that parking permit for them were available.
